Guantanamo case poses 
challenge to war on terror 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Supreme Court has inter- 
vened directly for the first time in the Bush 
administration’s war on terrorism, announc- 
ing Monday that it will consider the legal 
rights of the 660 prisoners held at a U.S. 
naval base at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

Until now, lower courts have said the 
Guantanamo detainees, all of whom are for- 
eign nationals, have no right to demand their 
freedom in U.S. courts. But in a brief order, the 
court said it would review that conclusion. 

In the 22 months since the prison was 
established, it has been both a symbol of the 
administration’s hard line against terrorism 
and a target of condemnation by interna- 
tional human rights organizations. 

The announcement sets the stage for a 
potentially historic ruling in which the court 
must balance the president’s assertion of his 
constitutional powers as commander in chief 
against human rights claims that are based in 
part on international law.

Home Numbers Go Mobile 


FCC ruling allows customers 
to take their digits vrith them 

WASHINGTON I Federal regulators approved 
rules Monday making it easier for consumers to 
go totally wireless by allowing them to transfer 
their home number to their cell phone. 

For those who favor traditional phones, 
the Federal Communications Commission 
also plans to allow people to transfer their 
cell number to their home phone. 


These rules, which come on top of plans 
to allow people to keep their cell number 
when they change wireless companies, are 
aimed at boosting competition in the tele- 
communications industry. 

Landline companies must transfer num- 
bers within four business days. Cell phone 
customers switching wireless companies 
could have new service within 234 hours. 

All the changes take effect Nov. 24 for cus- 
tomers in the 100 largest metro areas. They 
will apply to everyone on March 24. (ap)

Kerry Fires Tep 
Campaign Aide 


Democratic senator 
struggles to gain 
traction in ’04 contest 

MARSHALLTOWN, IOWA | Democrat 
John Kerry shook up his founder- 
ing presidential campaign Monday, 
firing his campaign manager as the 
Massachusetts senator, once the par- 
ty’s establishment candidate, strug- 
gled to make up ground on front- 
runner Howard Dean. 

Trailing Dean in the current 
measures of the race — fund rais- 
ing, opinion polls, crucial endorse- 
ments — Kerry replaced campaign 
manager Jim Jordan with Mary Beth 
Cahill, chief of staff to Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 

The move came less than three 
months before voters in Iowa par- 
ticipate in the first-in-the-nation 
caucuses. 

“There’s a new phase of the 
campaign now, and I wanted to

NEW ORLEANS | Scientists say a pill 
may help people overcome their 
worst phobias. 

In a small study released Monday, 
a drug already on the market for 
tuberculosis helped people who 
were terrified of heights get over 
that fear with only two therapy 
sessions instead of the usual seven 
or eight. 


Flight 587 on Nov. 12, 2001, killed 
all 260 passengers and crew on the 
plane and five people on the ground 
in Belle Harbor, N.Y.

But the uninhabited 45 square 
miles of Kahoolawe are sacred to 
native Hawaiians who feel the island, 
untouchedby tourists, connects them 
with the spirits of their ancestors.

G E N E VA I The United States faces up 
to $2.2 billion in European Union 
trade sanctions after a World Trade 
Organization appeals panel ruled 
Monday that U.S. tariffs on import- 
ed steel are illegal. 

A three-member WTO panel 
rejected the bulk of the U.S. appeal 
of an earlier ruling that said duties 
of up to 30 percent introduced in 
March 2002 by the Bush adminis- 
tration breached trade rules. The 
appeals body is WTO’s highest tri- 
bunal, and the decision is final. 


In a joint statement, the coun- 
tries that brought the case said 
the United States had “no other 
choice” but to remove the import 
duties without delay. The EU said 
it will impose retaliatory sanctions 
of up to $2.2 billion by introduc- 
ing 100 percent duties on some 
U.S. imports. 

When his administration intro- 
duced the duties. Bush claimed they 
were justified to protect domestic 
steel producers during a period of 
restructuring. But the complainants 
said Washington failed to prove that 
its industry was harmed by a sudden 
flood of cheap imports — a WTO 
condition for imposing such duties.

U.N. report stops short of ruling out arms activity 


VIENNA, AUSTRIA I A confidential 
U.N. nuclear agency report has 
found “no evidence” to back U.S. 
claims that Iran tried to make 
nuclear arms but cannot rule out 
such activities because of past 
cover-ups by Tehran, diplomats 
said Monday. 

Prepared for a Nov. 20 meeting 
of the International Atomic Energy 


Agency, the report was less than a 
clear condemnation of Iran’s nuclear 
activities. Washington says that Iran 
should be declared in violation of 
the Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty 
at the November meeting, which 
could lead to possible sanctions. 

Under international pressure, 
Iran recently gave the IAEA what 
it said was a complete declaration 


of its nuclear activities just days 
ahead of an Oct. 31 deadline. On 
Monday, it also handed over two let- 
ters pledging to sign an additional 
agreement throwing open its pro- 
gram to inspection on demand by 
agency experts and announcing it 
had suspended uranium enrich- 
ment.

President Chandrika Kumara- 
tunga last week fired three Cabinet 


ministers, suspended Parliament 
and briefly declared a state of 
emergency because of dissatisfac- 
tion with the way Prime Minister 
Ranil Wickremesinghe was han- 
dling peace talks with the rebels. 

On Monday, Kumaratunga 
extended an olive branch, invit- 


ing the prime minister for talks. 
Constitutional Affairs Minister 
G.L. Peiris said the government 
must determine who will be respon- 
sible for the peace process before 
talks with the rebels can resume. 

The talks are aimed at ending a 
war that has killed 65,000 people 
and shattered the economy of this 
island off India’s southern tip. (ap)

CHESAPEAKE, VA. | As sniper sus- 
pect John Allen Muhammad stood 
trial in a courtroom 15 miles away, 
jury selection began Monday in the 
murder case against 18 -year-old Lee 
Boyd Malvo, with his lawyers argu- 
ing he was brainwashed by the older 
Muhammad.

In contrast to Muhammad’s 
usual stony demeanor, Malvo 
smiled frequently and occasion- 
ally laughed as he conferred with 
his attorneys.

Malvo’s lawyers said Monday that 
they have subpoenaed Muhammad 
to testify during the younger sus- 
pects’ trial, which is expected to last

Oysters Disappearing From Potomac 


COLONIAL BEACH, VA. I Only seven 
waterman have purchased oyster 
tonging licenses this year from a 
commission regulating Potomac 
River fishing. And for the first 
time in recent history — no one 
has reported a catch. 

“So far this year, there has been 
a zero harvest,” A.C. Carpenter, 
executive secretary of the Potomac 


River Fisheries Commission, said 
Monday. 

Last year, about 70 licenses were 
sold, and 2,200 bushels of oysters 
were harvested in the Potomac. 

Oysters once grew at Swan Point, 
Cedar Point and stony places on the 
river bottom. But now, waterman 
are finding those spots almost 
barren. 


“You can’t make a living tong- 
ing out there,” said Billy Belvin, a 
Gloucester County waterman who 
has gotten little use out of his long- 
handled pair of shaft tongs. 

Oysters have been dying in 
the Potomac and Chesapeake Bay 
since disease- causing parasites, 
MSX and Dermo, spread during a 
mid-1980s drought. Pollution and 
excessive rainfall also have depleted 
their numbers, (ap)

Marketers return to 
door-to-door sales in 
era of ‘do-not-eall’ 

NASHVILLE, TENN. | Now that the 
national do -not- call list, which 
went into effect Oct. 1, makes it 
impossible to reach millions of 
potential customers, some mar- 
keting companies are returning 
to an old-fashioned alternative: 
door-to-door salespeople.

Passion for the Game 



The male soap opera 
‘Playmakers’ scores a 
touchdown for ESPN 

TELEVISION I It has passion and 
romance, forbidden love and intol- 
erance, medical disasters, criminal 
acts, addiction and a complicated 
tangle of loyalties and friendships, 
job jockeying and betrayal. It’s about 
football — not the game, but the 
people who play the game. 

“Playmakers” is ESPN’s first grab 
for other-than-sports-reporting 
greatness, a scripted drama about 
a fictional pro football team, the 
Cougars, in an unnamed city. And it 
may be the smartest show on TV. 

The conflict that drives the 
action of this nail-biting male 
soap doesn’t revolve around the 
games except insofar as their out- 
come affects the contracts of play- 
ers on the fringes of their careers. 
“Playmakers” doesn’t demand an 
understanding of the game any 
more than “E.R.” requires a work- 
ing knowledge of medicine. The real 
drama takes place among the cast of 
characters, and what a cast it is. 

The star running back, cocky 
hotshot Demetrius Harris (Omar 
Gooding), indulges in his drug 
addiction with the same full-frontal 
zest he brings to beating every other 
player’s yardage. D.H., as he’s called, 
stays loyal to the ne’er-do-wells of 
his old neighborhood partly out of 
loyalty and partly out of the buzz 


he gets from being the big, famous 
fish in a rundown pond. 

Thirty- something Leon Taylor 
(Russell Hornsby), a community 
pillar with a devoted society wife, 
resents D.H.’s youth and luck and 
waits for the ax to fall. Stalwart 
Olczyk (Jason Matthew Smith) is the 
team’s guardian angel, an earnest 
linebacker whose wise words most 
of the men don’t heed. A closeted 
homosexual player endures public 
and private torment; the coach has 
prostate cancer; the team manager 


seethes over trivial duties like get- 
ting the quarterback’s car detailed; 
and everyone is a repository of inju- 
ries and maladies, kept moving by 
drug cocktails and intensive physi- 
cal therapy. 

One of the show’s strengths is 
how bracingly it deals with race. 
Football is the modern version of 
the World War H bomber team, 
where cornfed Polish -Americans 
like Olczyk mingle with ’hood boys 
like D.H., and the chiseled white 
quarterback understands the PR 


duties of society-husband Leon. 

The show indulges in a non- 
stop thumping soundtrack as well 
as an annoying jittery camera 
that zooms in dramatically when 
not much is happening. But these 
are quibbles. The voiceovers that 
seamlessly switch from one player’s 
thoughts to another’s, detailing the 
average lifespan of a football player 
(58), “the grip” that only drugs can 
satisfy and the lies one tells oneself 
in order to keep going, are 
riveting, (arion berger)

Back with all-new original mate- 
rial on “Blue Sky” (Sanctuary), the 
group sounds like the Bottle 
Rockets -lite on songs like “I Don’t 
Wanna Go Back” and “Men & 
Women” But tunes like “Man of 
Constant Anxiety,” “Baby’s Not 
My Baby Tonight” and “Pretty 
Little Angie” signal that the boys 
from Festus, Mo., are laying it down 
as dirty as ever. 

The songs and lyrics on “Blue 
Sky” sound more personal and less 


sarcastic than before, which spins 
the Bottle Rockets into a new realm. 
Sure, lead guitarist, singer and pri- 
mary songwriter Brian Henneman 
always added a few touching num- 
bers to previous albums, but here 
they’re more dominant as the stan- 
dard barroom ditties fall into the 
background. 

The rollicking countrified rock, 
tongue-in-cheek lyrics and twangy 
lead guitar licks from the band’s 
earliest efforts are still here, though 
there aren’t as many. Their pres-

On the Ball 


FITNESS I Some office workers are 
pushing aside their regular chairs to 
sit on exercise balls, allowing them 
to get a little workout into their work 
time. The inflatable balls, typically 
the size of a big beach ball but made 
of tougher plastic, have migrated to 
offices from health clubs and physi- 
cal therapy clinics. 

“What we are trying to pro- 
mote is active sitting versus pas- 
sive sitting,” said physical thera- 
pist Cheryl Soleway, a consultant 
to Ball Dynamics of Longmont, 
Colo., which sells the products. 

“You get a low level of neuromus- 
cular activity — your abdominal and 
trunk muscles are contracting to 
some degree,” she said. “Without 
that activity, you would fall off.” 

However, she conceded there are 
many unknowns in the physiology 


of ball sitting as an office exercise. 
“I’m not sure anybody has spent a 
lot of dollars researching this.” 

The lack of armrests, back sup- 
port or other attributes of a chair 
helps her pay more attention to 
posture, said Pam O’Donnell, 
director of member service for the 
International Health, Racquet and 
Sportsclub Association, who gave up 
her office chair for a ball. “It makes 
me sit up straight,” she said. 

Sitting on a ball at work should 
improve muscle tone, but a risk 
of injury could await people who 
do it for a full day, said Dr. Henry 
Goitz, chief of sports medicine at the 
Medical College of Ohio. “Twenty 
minutes is good, 30 minutes is great, 
but eight to 12 hours, some time in 
that span, you may have fatigabil- 
ity,” he said, ira dreyfuss (ap)

A new service sends 
cell phone calls home 

CELL PHONES I Why not have your 
wireless calls automatically ring 
on your home phone whenever 
you’re there? 

The unique FastForward service 
from Cingular Wireless promises to 
do just that, rerouting all cellular 
calls to your home number when- 
ever you drop your mobile handset 
into a $40 cradle that doubles as a 
phone charger. 

When you put your phone in the 
cradle, the device prompts your cell 
phone to send out a message inform- 
ing the network that you are home 
and that all wireless calls should be 
forwarded to your landline. 

If you also want to use Fast- 
Forward in the office or somewhere 
else, you can program up to three 
forwarding numbers into your cell 
phone, then flip a small switch on 
the bottom of the cradle to designate 
your location accordingly. 

When it’s time to leave the house 
with your freshly charged cell phone, 
you press a “cancel” button on the 
cradle so all calls can be routed to 
the mobile number again. 

The device works with nearly all 
of the current Motorola and Sony 
Ericsson handsets in the Cingular 
lineup, as well as all four Siemens 
phones, but only two Nokia mod- 
els, the 6340 and 6340i.
